Tittle Alfred Schrodosky Mashed Out 
of Human Shape by a 
Switch Locomotive. 


Ciinging with his tiny hands to the foot- 
board of a locomotive, little Alfred Scho- 
Grosky’s strength gave out and he fell under 
the revolving wheels and his head was cut 
off and the 38-year-old body mangled until 
ft resembled a mass of butcher's meat. 

Holding on with all his might, the little 
fellow tried to pull himself up out of danger, 
and his shrieks and screams could be heard 
@ square away, but not by the engineer in 
the cab. A passer-by who saw the little 
fellow’s position waved down the locomo- 
tive. Then the little body was pulp under 
the engine. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Schodrosky, the mother of 
the child, staggered from a sick bed in her 
might clothes and fell senseless over the 
child’s body on the sidewalk, where it had 
been removed. For four hours the woman 
was in a atate of coma, and her death may 
result from the shock. 

It was only a little boy who was killed, 
and it is only a poor, hard-working and 
humble widow, the mother of five other 
children, whose life hangs in the balance, 
but for all that the accident was most 
pathetio in its every detail, and the condi- 
tion of the mother shows maternal love is 
just as strong among the poor, the strug- 
gling and the lowly as among the rich and 
the fortunate who make up the rest of the 
world. 

Fretting in the crowded room where his 
mother lay ill with fever, little Alfred Scho- 
Grosky was told by the invalid to run out on 
the street and play. 

The house is at 1410 North Main street. 
On the square west is the old deserted Van- 
Galia depot. This is © feet back from the 
sidewalk, and for two squares the street is 
wery wide, making a playground for the 
children of the neighborhood, who are al- 
ways careful to keep on the west side and 
off the tracks of the Merchants’ Terminal 
Association. 

These tracks run out to Madison and 
Granite City, and a ewitch engine, with a 
foot-board for a fender instead of a cow- 
catcher, draws a single coach hourly up and 
Gown the tracks. It is called the “Tin Can 
Express,” because most of the passengers 
are working men with their tin buckets, 
who are hauled to and from the Niedring- 
haus mills at Granite City, nine miles away. 

With his mother’s permission to go out 
and play, the little child ran gleefully out 


of the room. He did not even wait for hts 
hat, but with his little bare feet pattering 
down the steps he disappeared. 

It was 7:45 o’rlock in the morning, too 
early for the children, and the wide street 
was deserted. 

The baby ran around in esearch of his 
Playmates. Not finding them, he was re- | 
turning home. Coming back to the city, | 
the engine, No. 9, drawing the single coach, | 
No, 18, was running north at a speed of | 
about fifteen miles an hour. 

Just as the train reached Smith street. | 
the thoroughfare north of the tenement in 
which Mrs. Schodrosky and her children | 
live, the baby, bare-footed and bare-headed, | 
with his short yellow curls blown out by the : 
wind and his short black skirt fluttering | 
and flopping against his lees, started to | 
cross the tracks, running diagonally to- | 
Wards the entrance of his home, 

The child was so smal! that the engineer, | 
William Dissep, and the fireman, Ernest | 
Pfass, failed to see him. He was too near | 
the ground. 

Unconscious of his danger, the little fel- 
low toddied across the track. When half 
way over the foot-board of the engine | 
struck the legs of the child and upset him. 

In falling, the strength of the dimpled | 
Daby hands kept death away for a few sec- 
onds. 

With one hand he caurht the rear of the 
foot-board, and struggled and. screamed. | 
With strength a child of that ae: does not 
Ordinarily possess, the little fellow rot hig 
other hand upon the board and tried to pull | 
his body up.

“What's the maiter?’’ demanded the en- 
gineer, as he brought his train to a stand. 
“Why, you have a dead child under your 
engine,’’ was Downey’s response. 

The train crew got down and went under 
the engine. They found there the headless 
pody of the little boy. It was mangled and 
crushed into a mass of flesh and bones that 
bore no resemblance to a human body. 
They couldn't find the head. 

“There it is, on the outside of the track,” 
shouted an excited woman. It had rolled 
into the paved street, outside the rail, fifty 
feet from the spot where the train was 
stopped, 

The pulp of flesh was carried to the side- 
walk, where it was laid down in front of 
the office of the Charter Oak Stove Co, 
There the flesh and bones were straight- 
ened out, and the head placed on the brick 
pavement near the top of the body. 

Grocer John Mieder, who has a store in 
the square, ran up into Mrs, Schodrosky’s 
roan. She had been ill with malarial fever 
for a week, and was in bed. Her daughters, 
Martha and Johanna, who are cigaretie- 
makers at Drummond's factory, were nurs- 
ing her. 

The man told her the Httle boy was badly 
hurt on the street, 

“If Alfred is dead it will kill mother,” 
said one of the daughters. 

The mother staggered from the bed. 

Weakened by her illness, she held her 
hands out to steady herself while going 
down the narrow staircase. She was bare- 
footed and in her night dress. 

She hurried as fast as she could up to 
the corner, where she saw the crowd. She 
knew only that the child, her youngest and 
the darling of her mother’s heart, was hurt, 

The crowd made way for her. When she 
saw the dead and headless body she seemed

LIZARDS 10 SPARE 


A Regular Colony of Them in Morris 
Collins’ Stomach and Thirty- 
Six Removed.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July —Thirty- 
six lizards have been removed from the 
stomach of Morris Callins within the last 
week. The case is @ most pecullar one, 
owing to the great number of the reptiles 
and the fact that from the symptoms they 
were probably in the man’s stomach for a 
considerable time. 

Collins went to the office of Dr. G. N. 
Richmond ten days ago for treatment. He 
told the physician that he had been suffer- 
ing with stomach trouble for over five years 
and had been treated at the University Hos- 
pital and at a hospital in Chester. 

For a month he had been unable to do 
anything. Dr. Richmond gave Collins an 
éemetic, and, much to the patient’s surprise, 
thirty-three lizards came up from his stom- 
ach, followed by three more a few days 
later. 

Some of them were between two and three 
inches in length, and one, which was alive, 
lived for twenty minutes afterward, Dr. 
Richmond is inclined to think that they 
were spawn in the well water which Collins 
had been drinking and that these eggs were 
hatched in the man’s stomach. 

Collins belieyes that drinking from springs 
caused the inception-of his misery. He 
says that when he is sure he is entirely rid 
of the lizards he will be a new man,

Standard Oil Has Superseded the Have- 
meyers in Control of the Re- 
fining Company. 


A CURIOUS DEVELOPMENT RE-

MENT OF SUGAR, 


Two Brothers Have a Monopoly, One 
Representing the Government 
and One the Trust.

| NEW YORK, July 22.—Two million dol- 
lars profit. in two.months is not half bad, 
even for a Wall street man. 

That amount represents ‘the rake-off of 
James R.- Keene, who has been playing 
Sugar all along the line. He prepared the 
way for his sugar speculations by knocking 
Delaware & Hudson stock from 127 to 103, 
and Jersey Central from par-to 68%. Then 
he bought Sugar. It was selling at 110 to 113. 
He sold at 144 ‘to 146, and cleared almost $1,- 
500,000 on this deal alone. 

Sugar speculation has dropped back to- 
wards normal. It is ah accepted fact that 
the Standard Oil people have bought heavily 
and control the stock. It is said the Have- 
meyers are going Into real estate and with- 
draw entirely from Sugar. 

But speculations are not the only interest- 
ing features connected with Sugar. It de- 
velops that the Sugar Trust and the United 


certainly should be, at variance, rely for 
their data upon which to fix the importing 
price or the appraised valuation of Sugar 
upon the work of two brothers who for 
years have been partners in the firm of 
Sherer Bros., chemists, of this city. 

Edward Sherer was appointed an examiner 
of merchandise in the Appraiser’s Ware- 
house fn 1880, at a salary of $2,500 a year. 
John A, Sherer, the brother of Edward, rep- 
resents the Sugar Trust in all disputes which 
arise between the trust and the Government 
over the valuation of sugar. For this work 
he is said to receive a salary of $3,000 and 
perquisites. These perquisites are the sugar 
samples after inspection. Last year they 
amounted to 2,000 pounds of sugar. The 
brothers disclaim any business partnership 
at the present time. They say they seldom 
meet, and that they never consult with each 
other as to the valuations to be put on 
sugars. ° 

In any controversy, however, that may 
arise between the trust and the Govern- 
ment, one brother, John A., represents the 
trust, and the other brother, Edward, rep- 
resents the Government as its chemist. 

Edward Sherer explained his duties to- 
day: 

“The samples of sugar are sent to me. 
They are in duplicate and are numbered. 


We do not know to what importers the 
samples belong. After the test is made un- 
der my direction the samples are returned,” 
“T seldom see my brother John,” he add- 
ed. “He may have some connection with 
the trust,’ he continued. “If he has, it 
makes no difference with my work here.” 
John A, Sherer said that he became the 
trust’s representative several years ago, 
possibly about the time his brother began 
to expect adverse criticism. ‘I am the 
trust’s agent,’’ he said, ‘‘and I appear be- 
fore the Board of Appraisers for the trust 


ernment. I also fix the price at which sugar 
snall be scheduled when imported. There 
is a big penalty for undervaluing sugar 
more than 10 per cent below the figures 
finally fixed by the appraiser as determined 
by the Government test, in this case made 
by my brother. 

“For instance, if we fix the é¢mporting

Indecent ‘Haste With Which the Measure Was Passed 
the City Counedl.

Charges of Attempted Corruption and of Peddling the 
Franchise Freely Made. = 


Sweeney’s Old Bill Revamped and Put Through the As- 
sembly With a Rush. 


Without any public demand, the Munici- 
pal Assembly has given away & great rail- 
road franchise. 

Thirty-two miles of streets, covering néar- 
ly all available street car territory in this 
city, has been handed out to a few pro- 
motets, whose chief interest is speculative. 

Worth millions to those who will receive 
the privilege, the city has not provided 


| adequate compensation for its gift. 


Indecent haste characterized the passage 
of the measure, and left the whole transac- 
tioh open to the charge of attempted cor- 
ruption, so generally preferred agdinst the 
enactment of the bill. 

In spite of pleadings from careful afid 
conscientious Assemblymen, the North and 
South Railway Company scheme was hur- 
ried through both houses and the records 
falsified by authority of the Council to cover 
up an omission of the third reading of the 
measure. 

One Councilman was offered a bribe of 
$3,000 for his vote, and others beset by in- 
fluences more or less potential. 

These are some of the causes of indigna- 
tion on the part of citizens that will cul- 
minate Thursday night in a mass meeting 
at the Oriental Theater, where public pro- 
tests will be made egainst the work of the 
Municipal Assembly. 


The House of Delegates, in anticipation of 
developments, laid over its consideration 
of the Council amendments until Thursday 
afternoon, but will probably press the in- 
different charges in the bill at once, in 
face of the declaration by City Counselor 
Marshal] that its main provisions are ille- 
gal. 

“That bill was simply railroaded through 
the Council,” said President E. F. W. Meier 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “I knew 
such a measure was pending, but no citizen 
ever spoke to me about it. and I paid but 
little attention to it, supposing it would be 
killed, just as a similar measure, called the 
Sweeney bill, had been twice overwhelm- 
ingly defeated inside of two years. 

“It never occurred to me the bill had the 
slightest chance of passage until Tuesday 
evening, when I suddenly discovered it was 
going through. Before it came up I went 
among the members and begged them not

to rush the measure, but if they must pass 
It, to give all an opportunity to study the 
situation. The measure had been deemed 
so preposterous that I had not done more 
than glance at it. But my pleadings were 
in vain. Away it went, headlong to final 
passage. — 

“Indeed, the haste was so apparent and 
resistless that it was not read a third 
as the charter requires, but declared 
on its reading in Committee of the Whole. 

“I was opposed to the bill, if for no other 
reason, because it provides for laying a 
track the length of the busiest section of 
Third street, which would almost destroy 
the heavy traffic of that narrow thorough- 
fare. We had just refused, on that ground, 
to allow the Suburban to run a loop through 
Third street, changing its proposition to 
Fourth street. In fact, the North and 
South bill was railroaded. I am always op- 
posed to rushing through legislation before 
the people understand what we are going to 
do. There was no occasion for haste in 
this matter, and I am astonished at the re- 
sult. I voted and worked against it be- 
cause I wasn’t allowed time in which to 
study it.” 


“T am ashamed of the City Council,” sald 
Councilman Wiggins. : 

“This North and South Railway bill is 
nothing but a brokers’ bill, designed to be 
hawked about the stock exchanges of New 
York City and sold to whoever will buy, 
just as the electric Nghting franchise will 
be. 

“Why, only a few days ago the North and 
South franchise was offered to a friend of 
mine for $50,000. 

“Who are the men who propose to butid 
this road? The incorporators are John H, 
Blessing, John H. Overall, F. F. Barada, 
John A, Holmes, T. H. Rockwood and G, 
Becker, and outside of Mr. Holmes not one 
of them or all of them could bulld a quarter 
of a mile of street railroad if they want- 
ed to. ;

ASSAILANT OF A WHITE WOMAN 
HANGED IN GEORGIA. 


MOB TOOK HIM FROM A TRAIN. 


The Authorities Were Taking the 

Prisoner From Macon to Atlanta 
to Save His Life. 

\ 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 22.—Oscar Williams, 
the negro who committed an assault on the 
daughter of a Henry County farmer last 
week and was transferred to the Macon 
Jail for safe keeping, was taken from the 
Central Rallroad train, on which he was 
being brought to Atlanta, at Griffin, this 
morning and lynched. 

Willlams was pursued through four coun- 
ties by hundreds of armed and infuriated 
men, immediately after the commission of 
his crime, but managed to escape. He was 
finally captured by a farmer at Barnesville 
and hurried off to Macon, where it was 
thought he would be safe. Excitement in 
the case was supposed to have subsided un- 


til last night when rumors reached Macon 
that an effort would be made by a mob 
from the neighborhood of the crime to take 
the negro out of jail, and the police reserve 
— the militia were called out to protect 
m. 
To make sure of his safety, however, the 
officials decided to remove the prisoner 
to Atlanta. They started with im on 
the Central train, leaving Macon at 4:20 
o'clock, 
At Griffin, forty miles from Atlanta, near 
the scene of Williams’ crime, a mob board- 
ed the train, took the negro froen his guards, 
marched him through the principal busi- 
ness street of the town to a point 200 yards 
outside the corporate limits, where they 
hung him to a small oak tree. Fully 600 
bullets were fired into the corpse as it 
dangled in the air. 
The members of the mob made no attempt 
at oe themselves, and thelr names 
are known in Griffin. Several of the men 
were heard to declare that if they had 
Mayor Hugeley of Barnesville, who saved 
Williams from being lynched when first 
captured by calling out the militia they 
would hang him by the negro’s side. 
Williams confessed to his captors before 
they swung him up. 
The sudden revival of mob _ violence 
against Wilkams is belleved by many to be 
directly traceable to the excitement follow- 
ing the sensational lynching of Dr. Ryder 
in Talbot County Monday night.

TRADE RATHER UNSETTLED. 


The Bulk of Business at Most Points 
Has Been Confined to the 
Domestic Trade,

settled. The sales of Minneapolis mills 
proper approximated 330,000 barrels.

There were no very heavy purchases, the 
sales being usually made up of small orders. 
So far the strength of wheat has seemingly 
had little effect on the trade and procras- 
tination is its policy. Foreigners have not 
followed the advance as well as the domes- 
tic trade and therefore the exports have 
been quite limited. First clear seemed to 
be in better demand, and since local mills 
are pretty well sold ahead on this grade they 
are asking about lic advance, but this has 
checked trade. 

Second clear has been 
and sales abroad, particularly on the Con- 
tinent, have placed this product in a more 
healthy position. Red Dog has been worked 
to some extent on the Continent and has 
advanced about 60 cents a ton. Compared 
with a week ago, patent is about 4 cents a 
barrel higher. Export shipments of flour 
were 72,10 barrels, against 74,100 the week 
before, 97,600 in 1896, and 42,000 in 1895. Mill- 
ers are well sold ahead on feed and with 
freights demoralized Minneapolis prices are 
higher; with the market generally strong.

CHICAGO, July 22.—A shortage of coal 
has begun to make itself manifest in the 
Chicago market. The Chicago Sugar Re- 
finery, which uses 400 tons of bituminous 
coal daily, has suspended operations in 
view of the high prices of coal.

“I believe the angle from the timber line 
to the top of the divide is not less than 40 
degrees. The Indians went ahead and broke 
the crust of the snow, forming a path for 
the rest of the party. A terrific wind was 
blowing against us all the way. The scen- 
ery was appalling. It was so cold that a 
man dared not stop moving long enough to 
etudy the grandeur of it. I am glad Il saw 
4%. but I do not want to see it again. We 
were greatly in need of water to drink, 
it could not be obtained. We were not: 
lowed to eat snow. Final'y. we reached 
what appeared to be a lake in the crater 
of an extinct volcano... We had walked on 
it a short distance, when the Indians began 
to shovel away the snow, working like 
demons. I could not understand the mean. 
ing of their excitement for a moment, but 
in a very little while they had made an 
opening eight feet deep, out of which the 
Water seeped as from a spring. 

"There was no ice underneath the snow; 
HM had evidently been melted by heat from 
below. The outer crust of the snow was 
able to bear a heavy welght. There was 
not a living thing in nature :aere. We soon 
came to another lake, and thence the coun- 
try began to descend more rapidly. It was 
@ gradual descent, however, very different 
from that on the west side of *the divide. 
The trail led through a long canon, where 
the walking was very good. The cliffs 
were not more than [0 or 600 feet high. 
Under the crust of @now we could hear a 
Toaring sound, like the rushing of water 
over boulders. A spring freshet was rag- 
ing along its course under our feet.”’ 

“IT had a better view of that freshet than 
any one else in the party,’ interrupted J. 
G. Baker, who-had been listen'ng to his 
brother's weeey and occasionally making a 
Suggestion. “We had gone some distance 
Gown the canon when one of the men fell 
through the snow’'s crust. ‘Get on the 
Shady asalide of the canon,’ shouted some 
one, and I hastily started for the shade.” 

“We had been walking in the sun because 
it was possibly warmer. I made hasie tu 
get over to the edge of the canyon too en- 
ergetically and sank to my armpits in the 
snow, and was barely able to bear up my 
weight by extending my arms out over th: 
crust about me. The snow was so deep my 
feet dangled without support. Gradually the 
opening made by my body enlarged, and I 
could see the water rushing in mad rage 
three or four feet beneath my boot soles, 
ca ing with it boulders as large as a bar- 
rel, It was an appalling moment.,The men 
threw me a rope, which I carefully fastened 
under my arms, and cautiously lifted up 
my weight with my hands on the crust of 
the anow, and after a few minutes, which 
seemed to me to be hours, succeeded in get- 
ting out, I crept on my hands and knecs 
to tho shady side of the canon. In the mean- 
time the man who had fallen through the 
snow just before me had also gotten out. 
and we proceeded without further Incident 
through the canon, which gradually wid- 
ened as we proceeded and finally disap- 
ace In a plain, 

“From here we could see a large lake in 
the distance, which we were told was the 
headwaters of the Yukon. When we 
reached it the Indians left us. We thought 
we were about to have trouble with them. 
They were worn out by the hard trip and 
in an ugly mood. One Indian had contract- 
ed to carry a sled over the divide for $7.59, 
but refused to turn it over unless paid $15.

OF GEN. JOHN A. LOGAN UN- 
VEILED AT CHICAGO. 


The General’s Grandson Pulled the 
Cord Which Parted the Canvas 


Concealing the Statue. 


GOV. TANNER, JUDGE BLODGETT 
AND GEO. R. PECK THE OR- 
ATORS OF THE OCCASION. 


Naval Review and Parade on Land Led 
by the Survivors of the Com- 
mander’s Old Regiment. 


CHICAGO, July 22.—The John A. Logan 
monument in Lake Front Park was dedi- 
cated with much pomp to-day. A few min- 
utes past 1 o’clock John A. Iowan III., the 
S-year-old grandson of the General, pulled 
the silken cord which parted the veils con- 
cealing the magnificent likeness of the sol- 
Aier as he rallied the broken ranks of the 
Federal troops and led them on to victory 
before the city of Atlanta, July 22, 1864. The 
booming of guns, cheers of men and waving 
of flags proclaimed the event. 

Crowds began assembling along Michigan 
avenue at an early hour this morning, an- 
ticipating the crush which was to follow, 
and proceeded to establish themselves in po- 
gition for a day of sightseeing. Review!ng 
stands lined the broad thoroughfare facing 
the monument. Window space was at @ pre- 
mium. At 1 o’clock, the hour set for the un- 
velling, drew near, the jam became almost 
unbearable. But police precautions wore 
timely and the crowds good-natured. 

The work of the committees in charge of 
the dedication was perfect. The immense 
body of troops was handled withouta hitch. 
President McKinley was unable to leave 
Washineton, but the Government was well 


represented by Secretary of War Russell A, 
Alger. 

Shortly before 1 o'clock the reviewing 
stand at the monument began filling with 
Gistinguished personages. Seats were pro- 
vided for 6,009.

The programme was completed shortly 
after 3 o'clock. The parade and review fo'- 
lowed, the troops falling in line on Twelfth 
street, at the command of Grand Marshal 
Gen. Brooke of the Department of the Mis- 
sourl, marched north on Michigan avenue 
past the reviewing stand. Over 20,000 men 
were in line, headed by a squad of police on 
foot. The survivors of Gen. Logan's old 
regiment, the Sist Illinols Volunteers, led 
the van, proudly bearing the old regimental 
flag, tattered and torn by 2” Confederate 
bullets. Then came the grizzled veterans 
of the G. A. R.. with bared heads in honor 
of their first and idolized commander-in- 
chief. With the veterans marched the ex- 
Confederates 200 strong. The appearance 
of the veterans of the gray was a touching 
tribute to the man they met in battle on the 
bloody field of Atlanta. 

Behind the Southerners marched with 
easy swing 2,600 regulars, the largest num- 
ber seen together in the West since the 
civil war. Every branch of the service was 
represented, including eight troops of cav- 
alry. The Governors of States with their 
staffs followed and then came the Illinois 
National Guard, 7,000 strong, under com- 
mand of Gov. Tanner as Command(der-in- 
Chief. Knights Templar and Knights of 
Pythias followed to the number of 1,500. The 
rear was brought up by 1,200 Chicago mal] 
carriers and $8,200 untformed detachments 
of various civic societies not bearing arms. 
The parade was over two hours in passing 
the reviewing etand. 


The pageant on land was supplemented by 
the finest marine display ever seen on Lake 
Michigan. Grouped around the revenue cut- 
ters Gresham, Fessenden and Calumet, 
which were anchored just off the monu- 
ment, were nearly 200 vessels of the mer- 
chant marine and private yachts all gaily 
decorated for the occasion. 

This evening a publia reception will be 
held at the Coliseum for Mrs. Logan and 
other distinguished guests. The reception 
will be preceded by a gorgeous display of 
fireworks in the Coliseum Gardens. 


The statue was designed by St. Gaudens 
and is the largest equestrian statue in 
America. The figure o¥ Gen, Logan as it 
stands on its granite pedestal !s dressed in 
the uniform of a Major-General. He sits 
erect and bareheaded, with his left hand 
ate ey the bridie rein, while with hig right 
vand he beare aloft the flag. The endeavor 
of the sculptor was to reproduce as pearly 
as possible the scene presented as aah 
rallied the troops before Atlanta after Gen. 
McPherson's death,

A MONETARY COMMISSION. 


The Bill Authorizes the President to 
Appoint Eleven Experts to 
Recommend Changes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.—Represen- 
tative C. W. Stone 4f Pennsylvania, who 
was chairman of the Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures of the last House, 
to-day introduced in the House a bill to 
authorize the appointment of a monetary 
commission and to provide for its expenses. 
The text of the bill is as follows: 

That the Pres'dent is hereby authorized 
to appoint a monetary commission of 
eleven members, who shall be persons 
specially fitted by ‘experience, training 
and study, for the consideration of the 
subjects coming before said commis- 
sion. 

Said commission shall Investigate and 
report what changes, if any, are neces- 
sary and expedient in our present bank- 
Ing and currency laws and what further 
legislation, if any, is desirable relative to 
our national banking system and our 
government paper currency of notes and 
certificates, and may in connection 
therewith report a codification of exist- 
ing laws on these subjects. 

Said commission may take testimony 
and listen to arguments in their discre- 
tion and may require and shall be enti- 
tled to receive information from any de- 
partment or officer of the government on 
any matter within its or h’s special juris- 
divtion and coming within the scope of 
their investigation. 

Said commission shall meet for or- 
ganization in Washington at such times 
as the President may appoint, and ma 
hold thelr subsequent sessions at aa 
times and Places as they"may determine 
and shall report to the President for 
transmission to Congress not later than 
Nov. 16, 1897.

NEW YORK, July 22.—Since the anti- 
convict labor law went into operation on 
January 1 twenty prisoners in the King’s 
County (Brooklyn) penitentiary have lost 
thelr reason. This frightful condition of 
affairs thrusts the entire convict labor ques- 
tion to the fore in a most unhappy manner 
and makes the suffering of these unfortu- 
nates of national interest. Other States have 
enacted like laws against convict-made 
goods and the possible results in other pen- 
itentiaries become an interesting subject. 
A thing that gives additional interest to the 
affliction of the mep in the Brooklyn peni- 
tentiary is the fact that the Federa! pris- 
oners from Missour!l and other Western 
States are confined there.

MRS. LUCILLE GRANT SAYS HER 
HUSBAND DESERTED HER. 


UNDERSTOOD HIS DEVOTION. 


He Refuses to Say Why He Left Her 
and His Two-Weeks- 
Old Baby. 


| Mrs. Lucille Grant, who fainted while on 
a Lindell Railway car, and was taken to 
the City Hospital, is now at her father’s 
home, 2117 Oregon avenue. 

She told her story to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. She didn’t mean to tell it, and in 
the course of an hour’s talk frequently 
reiterated that she had nothing to say. If 
Mr. James Randolph Grant, her recreant 
husband, desired to make a statement he 
might do so, but she wouldn't, especially 
as she was suing him for a divorce. She 
didn’t mind telling that she still loved Mr. 
Grant, though she was plaintiff in a suit 
for non-support. 

She might forgive him, but she couldn't 
forget how he had left her on a sick bed 
when her baby was only fifteen days old. 

I met Mr. Grant less than two years 
ago,”’ she said. “I was then a saleslady at 
the Grand Leader and my name was Lu- 
cille Kaufman. Our meetings were without 
the knowledge of Mr. Grant's family. 

“He did not tell them that we were to 
be married until ten days before the wed- 
ding. He is a Gentile and I am a Jewess, 
yet his family made no open objection to 
the marriage. 

“Randolph rented a flat at 2118A Oregon 
avenue, and father and I moved into it be- 
fore the wedding. We were married in the 
parlor of the flat on September 15, 1896. 
= igs | after our marriage Randolph took 
sick. He had been to Hot Springs for 
awhile before the wedding. 

‘Dr. Bernays attended him and though 
Randolph was making a good aalety as 
ticket salesman for Claude & Schubach 
nearly all of our money went to pay doc- 
tor bills. My father is an invalid and so 
is one of Randolph's gisters. Before our 
marriage Randolph paid this sister’s doctor 
bills. When we went to housekeeping he 
could not afford to do this. I think his 
sense of his duty to this sister had much to 
do with his desertion of me. 

“Our baby was born last March. When 
she was 15 days old Randolph came to 
my bedside and told me he was going to 
leave me and I would have to shift for 
myself. I thought he was joking and re- 
garded the threat lightly. In the next few 
days he often spoke of his sick sister and 
how much she needed help from him. The 
following Friday he kissed me good-by and 
sail he was going. I had worked nine 
years to support an invalid father and I 
understood his devotion to his sister, but I 
told him the should never have taken a 
wife unless he was prepared to support her. 

“He went away and I have seen him only 
once since. That was when I humbled my- 
self and went to his office to ask for money 
for the baby. He refused to give it to me 
and when I bought some goods and charged 
them to him he tried to have me arreste 
for obtaining property under false pre- 
tenses. 

“Since he deserted me I have been trying 
to support myself and my three-months-old 
baby by selling fancy work of my own mak- 
ing. I have never been strong and was sick 
when I started out yesterday. I only know 
that I fainted. I do not remember telling 
my husband’s name. I was told afiter- 
wards that he was sent for, but refused 
to come to my assistance and said he didn't 
care what became of me. I hardly believe 
he could have said that.’’ 

Mrs. Grant says the physician who at- 
tended her during her illness and who is 
now physician for the Grant family was 
on the car when she fainted, but refused 
to assist her. 

James R. Grant lives at 2645 Eads avenue. 
He was seen at Claude & Schubach’s ticket 
office.

SEVEN WILD MASTIFFS A MEN- 
ACE TO WHEELERS. 


THE POLICE WILL HUNT THEM. 


James Bellew, a Bicyclist, Savagely 
Attacked by the Drove of 
Vicious Canines. 


Bicycle riders in the wilds of Forest Park 
take a risk it will freeze their blood to con- 
template when they realize the dangers they 
daily encounter in the secluded western sec- 
tion of the park. 

For months past the park keepers and 
mounted police have known that far up in 
the wilderness was a drove of ferocious 
dogs—mastiffs—that seldom ventured from 
their cavern home except in the night, to 
look for carrion. Only early in the morning 
and at night members of this wild gang of 
Canines were seen. They darted from the 
sight of man like wolves in a canebrake. 

The identity of the dogs excited the 
curiosity of the pes keepers, and they 
have vainly sought to unravel the mys- 
tery. 

Time and again, before sunrise and late 
at night, have watchmen seen a drove of 
six ferocious mastiffs trailing close in the 
tracks of a lean and slender mastiff that 
seemed to watch both sides of the trail 
from her keen eyes. This was the mother 
of six pups that had been littered in a se- 
cluded spot of the park, and they have 
never known human care. 

This drove of wild dogs, led by the in- 
trepid and watchful mother, have grown 
bolder day by day, and now they are a 
menace to people either a-foot or a-wheel 
in the park. 

An incident, or rather encounter, which 
occurred Thursday morning, has caused 
Park Commissioner Ridgely to call on Capt.

The first man to encounter the vicioue 

canine bandits was James Bellew of Skink- 
er and Barnum road, who was pass.ng 
through the “wilderness” about 7 o’clock 
Thursday morning on his wheel. Along a 
path so deeply shaded that the sun was 
shut out, he suddenly came upon a pack 
of seven big, black mastiffs, tearing to 
pieces the carcasses of a cat and rabbit. 
The dogs were at the path’s edge, and 60 
noiselessly did Bellew run _ alongside of 
them that, either from hunger or the des- 
peration of fright, they turned upon him, 
One big mastiff clutched its teeth in his 
bicycle trousers and another sunk ite short 
teeth in the calf of his leg. 
The whole pack was growling and snap- 
ping at his heels. Realizing the desperation 
of his situation he bent all his strength and 
skill to the pedals and redoubled his speed, 
the vicious pack hard upon him. For a 
quarter of a mile the chase lasted when he 
outd'stanced his savage pursuers and got 
away with painful reminders of his ex- 
perience, He reported the matter to Assist- 
ant Park Commissioner Haas.

NOT HIS FIRST EXPERIENCE. 


History of a Famous Suit That Grew 
Out of 
With the Police. 


a Former Collision 


Lou McGinnis, the attorney, was arrested 
Wednesday afternoon in a room on the 
third floor of the building at 511 Pine street, 
by Detectives Hatton, Kelly and Williams, 
on a charge of playing poker. There were 


eleven other men in the room with McGin- 
nis at the time, and all these were arrested 
on a similar charge. 

When the eisecner reached the Four 
Courts with his fellow prisoners, he was 
more fortunate in securing his release on 
bail than on a similar occasion in 1892, when 
he was arrested on the same charge.

In the fall of 1892 Attorney McGinnis was 
arrested, with several other men, in a room 
over James Harrison's saloon, opposite the 
old City Hall, by Detectives Scully and 
Kelly. Oscar Raymond, one of the men 
arrested in the raid Wednesday, was also 
arrested with MoGinnis on the previous oc- 
casion. 

When McGinnis was arrested in 1882 he 
protested his innocence of the charge 
against him, and asked to be released on 
bond. His request was refused by the Ser- 

eant in charge, who placed him “in the 

oldover,”’ which means that he was con- 
fined in the calaboose, held without bail. 
The attorney objected vigorously to this ac- 
tion, and offered the Sergeant his choice of 
five qualified bondsmen, in addition to offer- 
ing a cash coHateral, for his appearance in 
court next day. 

For some reason best known to the Police 
Departinent these offers of bail were refused 
in McGinnis’ case, and he was held for fif- 
teen hours. This action on the part of the 
authorities precipitated a damage suit 
against the Police Department. 

Vhen the attorney was finally admitted 
to ball, at 9 o’clock the following morning, 
his bond was signed by one of the men who 
had been refused as security the previous 
night. After his release McGinnis himself 
secured the release of another prisoner on 
bond, furnishing as security the cash col- 
lateral which the Sergeant had refused to 
accept in his own case. 

This action on the pe of the Police De- 
partment had a peculiar look to the attor- 
ney, and when the case against him was 
dismised without prosecution, over his vig- 
orous protest, he concluded that his arrest 
was due to a epirit of malice on the part 
of the police. He accordingly instituted a 
suit for $15,000 damages for malicious im- 
prisonment, naming as defendants the Chief 
of Police, the Chief of Detectives, their ae- 
sistants and each individual member of the 
department in any way concerned. 

The subsequent litigation, with the sensa- 
yy the attorney, made 
this one of the most celebrated cases in 
the history of the depariment. McGinnis 
declared that his arrest and the refusal to 
accept bond for him was due to the fact 
that he had at one time prosecuted De- 
tective o> A for the illegal arrest of a 
man named Meyer. 

Jeff Storts, the attorney, was a witness 
for McGinnis. 

The damage suit, after innumerable con- 
tinuances and delays; was finally tried at 
Hillsboro on a change of venue, resulting in 
a mistrial. The second trial resulted similar- 
ly, and McGinnis and his friends made open 
charges that efforts had been made by the 
police officials to so influence sentiment in 
the county where the case was tried as to 
preclude the plaintiff securing a fair trial. 

The third trial of the case, which was had 
last September, resulted in a verdict against 
McGinnis. 

The names of the prisoners arrested in 
Wednesday's raid are: Lou McGinnis, Oscar 
Raymond, Frank Carson, Fred _ Rivers, 
Frank Howard, Singleton Cave, John Clark, 
Joseph Juffrold, Robert Arnold, John Pat- 
terson, William Green and Robert Blanke. 
Most of them are well-known gamblers. 
Singleton Cave,. Known as the patriarch of 
the green cloth, was at one time one of the 
wealthiest gamblers west of the Missise- 
ippi River.

Gill had been in court 
earlier and was told by City Attorney 
Clover that the case would be continued 
and he was told that he might leave. Mr. 
Clover neglected to make a memorandum 
on the docket, and when his assistant took 
up the docket the bond was declared for- 
feited. The matter was arranged and re- 
docketed. 

Gill is a glass blower, employed by the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewery and lives at 2319 
South Twelfth street. He was seen by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at the Four Courts 
Thursday morning. He is 30 years old, is 
married and has an interesting family. 

Mr. Gill says he has ever been interested 
on the subject of child labor and it Was 
this that brought him into unenviable no- 
torilety. 

“IT was elected to the Illinols Legisla- 
ture,”’ he said, “from Madison County, Il, 
in 1892. I introduced a bill prohibiting child 
labor in Illinois. I was chairman of the 
committee that visited Chicago in 1893 and 
inspected the sweat shops that employed 
child labor and was at least partially re- 
sponsible for the enactment of laws pro- 
tecting the My children. 

“Now, this little King girl was unknown 
to me. She is a slight, frail child and I 
could see that she was a working girl. She 
carried a dinner pail tn her hand and 
passed my house every morning at 6 o'clock 
on her way to work. I made inquiries and 
learned she worked in a laundry from 6 
in the morning until 8 and 9 o’clocK at nignt. 
I made further Inquiries and found that 
she lived on Lami street, between Third 
street and Broadway. I was told that her 
mother lived with a fellow named Stanley. 
who did not work. I felt sorry for the 
child and wrote.a note telling her I wanted 
to see her. I signed a fictitious name, and 
that is where I made a mistake. I wanted 
té6 assist the child. My motive was not 
impure. 

“Now, since I gained unpleasant notori- 
ety, I will insist on a vindication. Police- 
man Tom Nugent, who arrested me, came 
to me a few days ago and told me if I 
would buy the girl a dress and a pair of 
shoes she would not appear against me 
and the case would be dropped. Nugent 
told me this and I have two wiinesses—Con 
Fogarty, a saloonkeeper at Third and Bar- 
ton street, and Clem Welcke, a l'veryman 
on Duchouquette street, between Third 
etreet and Broadway. 

“This morning Nugent came to me and 
told me he had given Mrs. Stanley $10 to 
drop the matter and he wanted me to re- 
turn the money. I told him that I had 
determined to allow the case to come to 
trial and would insiet on the matter not 
being dropped without a thorough hearing.”

BUKED BY THE COURT. 


Prosecuting Witnesses Swear That 
Mrs. Brown Admitted Her Guilt 


and Pleaded for Mercy, 


The case of Mrs. Mary E. Brown was 
tried in the Court of Criminal Correction 
Thursday. Mrs. Brown was charged with 
stealing a veil from the Grand-Leader dry 
goods store last week. 

Mrs. Brown, neatly and tastefully clad in 
a frock of dark material, with white polka 
dots, and wearing a confident smile, in 
strong contrast to her haggard appearance 
and agitated manner when arrested, entered 
the court-room accompanied by her attor- 
ney, Orrick C. Bishop, and her husband. 
Mr. Brown took a seat directly behind his 
wife and was an attentive Hstener to the 
proceedings. 

Judge Murphy suggested to the attorneys 
that three witnesses for each side would be 
sufficient to decide the case, Mr. Bishop, 


for the defense, said that his only witnesses 
would be those for character, and that he 
expected to clear his client by the State’s 
own witnesses. John I, Martin. counse) for 
the prosecution, said that he also had wit- 
nesses who would testify as to Mrs. Brown's 
character. , 

Judge Murphy said he would allow each 
side three character witnesses. The wit- 
nesses were sworn and then excluded from 
the court-room., 

tefore the first witness was called to the 
stand Attorney Bishop asked the court to 
order the property alleged to have been 
stolen. and also the property taken from 
Mrs. Brown's house later, to be produced in 
court. 

Mr. Martin said that the veil which Mrs. 
Brown was alleged to have stolen was in 
court, and that neither he nor his client 
sad any knowledge of any other goods. that 
might have been confiscated by the police. 

“Your Honor,”’ sa'd Mr. Bishop, “this wo- 
man’s house was entered by the police and 
every article of clothing and wearing ap- 
parel found therein confiscated by them 
without. any authority and taken to the 
police headquarters. They are now in the 
hands of the Sheriff, and I ask for an Or- 
der to return them to my client.’’ 

“The Grand-Leader had nothing to do 

i that,”’ replied Mr, Martin. ‘““The po- 

acted without orders from the pro- 
prietor of the Grand-Leader, and we deny 
all responsibility for the occurrence.” 

“We'll find out about that,’’ said Mr. 
Bishop. 

‘*l would be glad to know that the Grand- 
Leacer did not order or countenance such 
an outrage,” observed Judge Murphy. “The 
police officers who searched the house with- 
ut a warrant violated thelr authority, and 
I will not allow them to testify in this case. 

“T don’t see why such things are per- 
mitted in an enlightened community,’’ con-

John Kennedy, su erintendent of the 
Grand Leader, was the first witness. He 
testified to Mrs. Brown's arrest by his as- 
sistant, Fred Kicker, and Miss Phelan, the 
private detective, who charged her with 
Stealing a lace veil. He asked her to accom- 

any him to the private detent’on room. 

Vitness said Mrs. Rrown admitted stealing 
a lace veil, but said it was her first offense. 
She cried piteously, fell upon her knees, 
kissed his hand repeatedly, and begged that 
she not be arrested. She said she would 
willingly pay ten times the price of the vell 
f the matter were kept from her husband 
and the newspapers. 

Mr. Bishop, on cross-examination, asked 
Witness if it were not a fact that he had 
kept the defendant a prisoner In his deten- 
tion-room for several hours, attempting to 
bulldoze her into admitting that she wa® a 
thef. Witness denied this. He-also denied 
that he had promised to let Mrs. Brown go 
if she would admit her guilt; also that he 
had identified any other plece of goods 
taken from the defendant as having been 
stolen from his store. 

Miss Phelan testified that on the day Mrs. 
Brown was arrested she had been shadow- 
ing her from the time she entered the store. 
She watched her closely while she was at 
the lace counter and saw her take the veil 
and slip it into her ys te Witness no- 
tified Mr. Kicher and Mr. ennedy, who 
took Mrs. Brown up-stairs to the private 
room. Witness corroborated Mr, Kennedy's 
testimony as to Mrs. Brown's admission 
of her gullt and her plea for mercy. 

Mr. Bishop's cross-examination failed to 
shake the witness’ statement in any mate- 
rial point, but precipitated a row between 
himself and Mr. Martin. 

Mr. Martin objected to a question ad- 
dreseed to the witness, and, turning to Mm 
Bishop, asked him to treat her as a lady. 

“I don’t know whether she is a lady,” 
cried Mr. Bishop, angrily. “We'll find that 
out later. So 's Mrs. Brown a !atly.” 

“Your Honor, I object to the insulting re- 
marks of the attorney to this witness,” said 
Martin. 

“Mr. Bishop,” interrupted Judge Murphy 
sternly, “‘you are to treat this witness on 
the stand as a lady, no matter what pri- 
vate opinions you may entertain. She is 
entitled to that consideration. Now let us 
conduct this case with proper decorum.” 

Miss Laura Voll, who has charge of the 
lace counter from which the vell was taken, 
testified to knowing Mrs. Brown as a cus- 
tomer of the Grand Leader for three years 
and to having watched her closely nearly all 
that time, as she suspected her intention. 
She testified to what she said were gsus- 
picious actions by Mrs. Brown ,at the lace 
counter. 

Fred H. Kicher’s. testimony corroborated 
that of Mr. Kennedy. 

Charles E. Kircher, cashier of the Ger- 
man-American Bank, was the first wit- 
ness for the defense. He testified to hav- 
ing known Mrs. Brown for fifteen years, 
and had always heard her givep a good 


reputation. 

George W. Gately «testified to Mrs. 
Brown's good character. Then the defend- 
ant went on the stand. She repeated her 
statement that the vell got tangled with her 
handkerchief while she was trying to find a 
dime she had dropped. 

She was on the stand when court ad- 
journed for the noon recess, 

Mrs. Brown denies having confessed to 
anyone that she stole the veil, also that she 
begged for mercy.

The detectives next visited Mary Butler 
of 699 Lucos avenue, si«ter of Sonny Butler, 
another suspect and pal of Burgess, hen 
shown the hatehet «he sald it wasn the 
property of Frankie Johnson who now lives 
at 622 Lucas, but who until recentiy Hv 
with her. She claimed that she had 
rowed the hatebet to lay carpets. 

When Frankie Johnson saw the hatchet 
she said it belonged to Hattie Harris, who 
is now dead.
